CONGRESS RIGHT TO FIX WAGES UPHELD 


The Adamson eight hour law is valid. This was the 


oiling of the United States Supreme Court today. 


Chief Justice White read the decision which declared 


'onstitutional the law passed under spectacular circum- 
stances at the close of last summer's session oi congress. 


Justice Day read the dissenting o'pinion by Justice 


Day, Pitney and van Devanter. 


Justice White said "there was an authority begotten 


}f the public interests" in the act of congress. He d'eclar- 
?d it could nut have been maintained—as the railroads 
had—that the law lie considered in view of the following: 
1—the controversy was before the public view for some 


2—the fact that the President had acted; 3—in 


view of the discussion of the question before congi-ess had 
acted. 


The right of congress in fixing the wages was upheld 


in the opinion. The Supreme Court decision today is a 
formal reversion of tho opinion of Judge Win. C. Hook, of 
Kansas City, who held the law unconstitutional. The rul- 
ing of the court was not unanimous.

Chief Justice White read the decision which declared 


'onstitutional the law passed under spectacular circum- 
stances at the close of last summer's session oi congress. 


Justice Day read the dissenting o'pinion by Justice 


Day, Pitney and van Devanter. 


Justice White said "there was an authority begotten 


}f the public interests" in the act of congress. He d'eclar- 
?d it could nut have been maintained—as the railroads 
had—that the law lie considered in view of the following: 
1—the controversy was before the public view for some 


2—the fact that the President had acted; 3—in 


view of the discussion of the question before congi-ess had 
acted. 


The right of congress in fixing the wages was upheld 


in the opinion. The Supreme Court decision today is a 
formal reversion of tho opinion of Judge Win. C. Hook, of 
Kansas City, who held the law unconstitutional.
